Diplomacy 
has moved to 
the fore in the 
Asiatic field, 
and it is just 

_as well to note 
that in Amer- 
ica, diplomacy 
always has 
been a step- 
child. Once 
one of our dip- 
lomats' came 
to be an ex- 

! pert on any 
situation it was our quaint cus- 
tom to regard him with suspi- 
cion. We have a curious, harm- 
ful unwillingness to believe in 
well-trained persons in any field 
of government, This does not 
stop us, however, from paradox- 
ically bemoaning the low effi- 
ciency of government, and its 
‘inevitable waste and delay. 

For example, our Joint Chiefs 
of Staff knew last October the 
Chinese were in a position to do 
us enormous harm and _ inflict 
great military injury. The Chiefs 
of Staff were especially con- 
cerned over the. dispersal of the 
10th Corps in small units and 
the entirely unprotected flank of 
the Eighth Army. (These facts 
have now been made public in 
a magazine article by one of 
America’s most respectgg™ corre- 
spondents in illustr g why 
Gen. MacArthur met with a dis- 
astrous defeat.) 

In one discussion of the vexing 
situation, General Omar Bradley 
remarked that “Only diplomacy 
could protect the exposed right 
flank.” 

These fears were transmitted 
to Tokyo. No answer came back. 
Instead the reply was in the 
form of a query. “Did _ the 
‘Chiefs of Staff wish to change 
Gen. MacArthur’s mission which 
had been shaped according to the 
UN resolution?” 


The Chiefs of Staff then 
dropped the matter, although the 
fears remained. It is sound army 
custom to trust the field com- 
mander since he is closest to the 
problem and is therefore the 
best fitted to make decisions. 


Diplomacy 

The task of diplomacy in this 
period was to make strong rep- 
resentation to the Chinese Reds 
that we had no designs on 
their territory and that the bor- 
der would be respected. 

To be sure, we did make such 
representation, but it was large- 
ly nullified by the public cry 
from some Senators and Con- 
gressmen, and some individuals 
in the press and public, that we 
not stop at the border; that we 
bomb beyond the border, and so 
on, and there was no supports 
ing affirmation from Tokyo. 

At this time the British made 
strong representation to the 
President; questioning the wis- 
dom of pushing on to fe Yalu 
River. 

The President conferred with 
the Chiefs of Siaff. They still 
entertained grave fears about the 
lightly equipped, small units ad- 
vancing swiftly toward the Yalu; 
and the unprotected flank. But, 
after consultation, agreement 
was reached to go along in the 
American manner—to leave the 
last word with the commander 
in the field. But no one was 
happy. 


Question 

It will always be a question 
whether another commander 
would not have received these 
doubts in official form, despite 
the tradition of leaving fina] de- 
cisions to the field command. 
But, this was a time when any 
criticism of Gen. MacArthur 
would have had loud reverbera- 
tions in the political field and 
in Congress. 

Indeed, it was this very fact 
which destroyed any possible 
diplomatic progress. Diplomacy 
would have halted troops South 
ef the Yalu, or sought a cease- 
fire agreement at that time 
when the initiative lay with the 
United Nations. But, diplomacy 
wasthrust wholly aside and 
everything left to the military 
command in Tokyo. Many able 
military. men had _ different 
views, but we were committed 
- and there was no official pro- 
test.

China Eager 
To Confer, 
Nehru Says

NEW DELHI, Jan. 24—Prime 
Minister Nehru came out strongly 
Wednesday night against the Unit- 
ed States resolution in the United 
Nations political committee to 
name Communist China an ag- 
gressor in Korea. He said he was 
“convinced that the Peiping gov- 
ernment is eager to have negotia- 
tions for a settlement of the Ko- 
rean and other problems of the 
Far East,” and he urged an im- 
mediate conference of the pow- 
ers concerned. 


United States proposal “cannot 
lead to peace.” He added: 
can only lead to an intensifica- 
tion of the conflict and it might 
perhaps close the door to any at- 
tempt at a solution by negotia- 
tion. . . . At no time should this 
door be closed, for if we close 
it we also close the door to a civil- 
ized approach to any problem.” 
He added: 

“The information I have re- 
ceived from our ambassador in 
Peiping has also convinced me 
that the people’s government of 
China’ is eager to have negotia- 


rean and other problems of the 
Far East. 

“Their reply to the resolutions 
of the political committee of the 
United Nations embodying certain 
principles was considered by some 
people as a rejection of those 
principles. After the closest scru- 
tiny I was totally unable to un- 
derstand this criticism. That reply 
was a partial acceptance of those 
principles and certain suggestions 
were made which were obviously 
meant to be discussed. 

“ . . It is clear to me that 
enough has been said on both 
sides for negotiation in confer- 
ence to be the next fruitful step.” 

Nehru acknowledged that ag- 
gression had taken place in Ko- 
rea but he declared that blame 
for the present situation must be 
shared in some measure by all. 
“For the past vear or more we 
have versistently urged that the 
new China be given a place in 
the councils of the world at Lake 
Success,” he said. 

“There has been reluctance and 
hesitation to accept the great 
changés that have come over Asia. 
There: is still an attempt some- 
times to treat the great nations 
of Asia in the old way. But the 
major fact of the age is the 
emergence of this new Asia and 
this has upset the equilibrium 
of the balance of power. 

He concluded with an appeal 
to the Western nations to “cross 
this door of opportunity in search 
of peace.” He asked the na- 
tions of Asia “to stand by the 
methods of peace, whatever hap- 
pens.”

A 26-year-old mother died 
Wednesday in vain attempting to 
rescue her infant son from their 
flame-enveloped cottage in the 
rear of 666 Flat Shoals Ave., S. E.

Talmadge Asks Law Limiting 
Aid to Illegitimate Babies

Gov. Talmadge wants to put an end to “illegitimate baby-having

The Chief Executive late 
Wednesday dispatched to the 
House, for introduction under ad- 
ministrative colors, a bill calecu- 
lated to cut 2;000 illegitimate ba- 
bies off State Welfare rolls at an 
estimated savings of $444,000 an- 
nually. 

The measure would amend the 
1937 “Aid to Dependent Children 
Act” and. provide that no grant 
of assistance should be made “for 
more than one illegitimate child of 
a mother by any County Welfare 
Department or the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare.” 

“Should a mother have more 
than one illegitimate chjld,” the 
Governor’s bill provides, “then the 
one grant of assistance or money 
t shall be made for the 
eldest, if eligible.” 

State elfare Director Alan 
Kemper saio 70 percent of the 
cases of multiple illegitimacy in a 
family were in Negro families, He 


even fifth illegitimate children in 
their families. 

The grants of an estimated 42,- 
000 other children would be un- 
affected by the measure. 

Welfare Director Kemper said 
Aid to Dependent Children rolls 
were boosted by an average of 900 
new children each month. Eleven 
percent of these are illegitimate 
according to a study made by wel- 
fare workers two years ago. 

Under State law a mother of 
five children may collect $99 a 
month for tne support of the chil- 
dren, if their father is dead, dis- 
abled or missing. The grants have 
served in many cases as bonuses, 
Welfare officials said, and provide 
incentive for mothers who are al- 
ready kept at home by one or two 
small children to increase their in- 
come with ddditional children.

The plan was announced in the 
House Wednesday by Democratic 
Leader McCormack, Massachu- 
setts. At the same time National 
Defense Headquarters said the 
General, now completing a tour 
of his Europe-wide command as 
chief of Atlantic Pact forces, will 
arrive back in this country Sat- 
urday. 


The developments came on the 
heels of a spot check by the As-

Out of the committees’ com- 
bined membership of 26, report- 
ers reached 21.

Dutch Argue 
Defense Aim, 


THE HAGUE, Jan. 24—(#)—The 
Dutch cabinet resigned Wednes- 
day following attacks in Parlia- 
ment on the government’s defense 
and New Guinea policies. 

Earlier Foreign Minister Dirk 
U. Stikker quit the cabinet after 
members of his own Liberal Party 
attacked the government on ma- 
jor policies. Stikker may be asked 
to head a new Cabinet should 
Premier Willem Drees be unable 
to reform his Catholic-Labor 
coalition. 

In all, four resolutions censur- 
ing the government were offered 
in Parliament. None of them 
passed. Nevertheless the cabinet 
resigned because of the mounting 
criticism. 

The resignation follows govern- 
ment dismissal Tuesday of Gen. 
H. J. Kruls as Army Chief of 
Staff. Criticism of the govern- 
ment’s defense policies was 
touched off by Gen. Eisenhower's 
recent visit here. He expressed 
disappointment with the “incon- 
clusive interviews” he had with 
Dutch officials. Kruls was an ad- 
vocate of strengthening the Dutch 
Army in the face of government 
disinclination to spend the money. 

In parliamentary debate over 
the government’s Indonesian pol- 
icy, the leader of Stikker’s party, 
the Liberals, moved a resolution 
condemning the handling by the 
government of its negotiations 
with Indonesia over the future

“background statements” set forth 
the reasons for its pessimism. 

In addition, the three allies took 
different views of the Soviet re- 
ply of last December, the Euro- 
pean members in general being 
somewhat more receptive than the 
State Department to Moscow’s re- 
sponse. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son made it plain Jan. 3 that the 
Soviet response was still too lim- 
ited and did not constitute an 
“acceptance” of the Big Three’s 
proposal. 

As a result of these differences, 
the three friendly powers have not 
always found it easy to reach 
agreement on the terms of a joint 
note. The outcome has been notes

Under the present Merit Board the 
State Merit System has been none too sat- 
isfactory at best. But the framework and 
the organization are there and can be made 
to work effectively when the people get 
around to exerting enough pressure on the 
Administration to insure that the intent of 
the law is carried out. 


Now come four offices of the State 
Government with requests the General 
Assembly empower them to establish little 
“merit systems” of their own. 


These proposals reveal a peculiar phi- 
losophy of the Merit System. Heads of 
the agencies concerned—aAgriculture, the 
Comptroller General’s office, the State 
Treasurer’s office and the Secretary of 
State’s office—would be given authority 
to draft and enforce their own “merit sys- 
tem” rules and regulations “on the basis 
of merit, fitness and efficiency.” 


Do the State officials asking this power 
admit that such qualifications are not now 
needed to obtain employment in their of- 
fices? Is there any law which prohbits 
them from hiring personnel on the basis 
of “merit, fitness and efficiency”? Are 
they, perchance, saying that politics some- 
times—or frequently—enters into their 
choice? 

And would it make any difference if 
they were specifically authorized by law 
to employ highly qualified personnel?

Let’s Simmer 


Down a Bit 


Last June the Senate of the United 
States backed the President’s intervention 
in Korea with a vast and enthusiastic 
ovation. Gen. Douglas MacArthur de- 
clared that intervention to be a bright 
light of morality and force in an otherwise 
foggy night. Now, the Senate is talking 
about pulling out of Korea and, paradoxi- 
cally, of getting tough with China. To 
remove the paradox we would have to 
quit Korea and begin air and sea war with 
China. 


A visitor here from another planet 
would be puzzled indeed as to what nation 
is talking most about war and there is a 
chance this country might be suspected as 
the one so doing. We are dangerously 
close to finding ourselves entirely alone 
in a position which at best will be con- 
tradictory and full of holes. 


We believe it is not now possible to 
agree to admit China to the UN. That 
would be rewarding aggression. It is 
likely true she should have been admit- 
ted when she first applied, and history may 
write that down as the error which en- 
abled Russia to place herself before the 
Chinese and beside them as their only 
friend. 


But we cannot now agree to be co- 
erced into voting to admit China. But we 
most assuredly can agree to discuss the 
provisions included in the cease-fire 


proposal. 


Meanwhile, we wish the Senate would 
pay more attention to persons who know 
something about Asia and China. One of 
these happened to be in Atlanta for an ad- 
dress last night at Emory University. He 
is a former Georgian, Tom Hamilton, now 
chief of The New York Times United Na- 
tions Bureau, a man of considerable expe- 
rience in foreign affairs. 


Russian and Chinese aims just hap- 
pened to coincide, he believes—“happily 
for them, unhappily for us.” Saying he 
does not believe the tune is being entirely 
called by Stalin, he concluded: 


“The results of what is happening are 
favorable to Russia,” Hamilton said, “but 
I believe the Chinese Communists are out

We fear there would be only one 
change. Employees of these offices would 
become eligible for pensions provided 
under the Merit System. The officials con- 
cerned would retain the same freedom they 
now have of hiring and firing—on the basis 
of “merit, fitness and efficiency” to be sure, 
but who except the head of the agency 
affected is to determine which employees 
meet these requirements and which do not? 

A State Merit System became neces- 
sary, and was supported by the people, 
because of the prevalence of hiring and 
firing for political considerations. It has 
not, as we said, worked too well because 
of the political proclivities of a majority 
of the present Merit Board. But to enable 
various offices in the State Government to 
establish independent “merit systems” of 
their own would be but to invite perpetua- 
tion of the evils the people and the Gen- 
eral Assembly have sought to correct. In 
fact, it would reward evil. 

Even with its shortcomings the State

for State employees. It would be ridicu- 
lous and demoralizing to establish separate 
and independent “merit systems” in the 
various offices and departments of the 
State Government. 

The people will regard it as nothing 
more than a ruse to obtain pensions for 
politically appointed employees. It ought 
not to be allowed. 
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for their own interests. They want to 
force admission to the United Nations and 
to force the United Nations to give up pro- 
tection of Formosa. 


“The Russians don’t really want the 
Chinese Communists admitted to the UN. 
In the UN, the Chinese would make their 
own contacts, whereas now Russia is 
their contact and is able to guide and in- 
fluence to a greater degree.”

“I think the Russians are trying to get 
the fruits of war without having to do the 
fighting themselves.” 


We wish the Senate would simmer 
down and recall what it did in June and 
make a feet-on-the-ground approach to the 
problem rather than an emotional one.

Hope for Best, 
Prepare for Worst 


WASHINGTON—After a preliminary study 
of the many problems involved in the huge 
$3,100,000,000 program Congress has authorized 

for the civilian defense of the country, Administrator Millard 
Caldwell, head of the new Federal agency, has about decided that 
even with the expenditure of that amount of money the Governe- 
ment could not hope to build enough bomb shelters to take care 
of more than one per cent of the people, if we are the target of 
some future atomic attack. 

For that reason there will be a shift in the emphasis that 
was originally put on bomb shelter construction. Instead of em- 
barking on an extensive program of this kind, the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration is expected to go in more for utilizing 
existing facilities such as basements of office buildings and de- 
partment stores in the larger metropolitan centers. 


In the large cities like New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
Boston, where subways are in operation, these underground areas 
also will be strengthened and made suitable for bomb shelters. 


But it is likely that little of the money will be, spent for actual 
underground excavations. 


Impossible Administrator Caldwell has found from a survey 

of the problem that we just can’t afford to build 
protective shelters to take care of any considerable part of the 
population. Many of the cities had entertained hopes of utilizing 
the funds for ultimately relieving congested traffic conditions by 
building underground shelters which under normal conditions 
might be used for automobile parking. It still may be possible 
for a limited amount of this to be done, but not to the extent at 
first visualized. 


Organization of the Civil Defense Administratio. has not yet 
been completed and the various regional offices are yet to be 
established. Nor has any part of the huge $3.1 billion fund 
authorized yet been appropriated. Administrator Caldwell, a 
former Governor of Florida, is now working out a program. It 
is contemplated, of course, that the amount of Government money 
appropriated will be matched by the individual states. 


: When the program is finally outlined it will 
Instruction probably be found that the major effort will be 
directed to the training of the people on how to take care of them- 
selves in the event of bombing attacks—what to do, where to go 
and how to avoid panic. It is a subject on which little instruc- 
tion has been given the people. With such instruction millions 
of lives might be saved that otherwise would be lost, if we are 
ever to become involved in a war where our cities are the tabgets 
of the type of attack to be expected under modern conditions of 
wartare. 


What the Government was thinking of primarily in asking 
Congress to authorize the civil defense program was atomic 
weapons. If we are ever the victims of this kind of attack large 
segments of our population would be slaughtered. The program 
is aimed at holding the civilian casualty rate to the minimum. 


One of the startling things found by the Caldwell survey is 
that many of our larger cities usually keep only enough food 
supplies on hand to last not more than 48 hours. That was found 
to be true of New York City, for example. The reason is that 
storage facilities are not available for carrying.a longer supply. 
Think of what would happen to a city of that size if it suddenly 
found its sources of supplies cut off by the destruction of trans- 
portation facilities. 


Varying in degree, the same situation is said to apply to most 
of our other big cities. Means will have to be found for safe- 
guarding against a catastrophe in these cities. 


For bomb shelters the Caldwell agency is working on a pro- 
gram that will permit the cities and states to devote a major part 
of the expenditures to conditioning the basements of buildings 
suitable for protective shelter. It is estimated that it would be 
far cheaper to do it this way than to go out and build new under- 


ground passages and caves. 

The basic thought back of the whole program 
Vulnerable is that, if another world war comes, we no longer 
can count on the immunity we have enjoyed from bombings in 
the past because of the distances separating our.shores from 


Europe or Asia. Wifh planes built now to cover 10,000 miles and 


more, we will be as vulnerable as England was to German 
bombers at the outset of the last war. 

Until the world is settled on a permanent scheme of peace, 
we will do well to look to our civil defense against the time when 
some powerful enemy may be dropping: bombs in our midst. That 
is the real purport of the program Congress recently adopted.

Consumers Watch With Interest 


WASHINGTON—The Federal Power Commission is having quite a time decid- 

ing whether to proceed with an investigation of natural gas rates. The case poses 

a rather important test of the regulatory agency’s attitude that affects natural gas 

consumers generally. The significance of this case goes beyond the company 

directly involved, Phillips Petroleum Company of Bartlesville, Okla., one of the 

nation’s biggest oil and gas interests. If Phillips is able to stop this investigation 

for the “duration of the emergency,” as it is trying to do, that would seem to set a precedent. The 

“duration” may be a long time. Other circumstances, too, including the pressure brought to bear, 

raise a pertinent question of public interest as to what extent the FPC intends to exercise authority 
delegated to it by Congress in the 1938 Natu-

At few times in the history of the world have man and his deliberative bodies 
been engaged in such critical discussions and actions as those taking place in the 
nation today.

ral Gas Act. 

The FPC ordered this investigation over two 
years ago on complaint of the State of Wiscon- 
sin and the City of Detroit that the Phillips com- 
pany was charging excessive prices for natural 
gas to the Michigan-Wisconsin Pipe Line Com- 
pany. PFC staff members have completed their 
field investigations and everything is ready for 
the customary public hearings. 


On Dec. 19, by a vote of 3 te 1, the Com- 
mission deferred the investigation and set an- 
other hearing for Jan. 18. It found in ite Dec. 
19 postponement order that “good cause” 
had been shown by Phillips. The company 
claimed it would be too busy with defense 
business of the Government to prepare for 
public hearings. 


This argument was set forth first on Sept. 11 
on the basis of “its obligation to supply vital war 
materials for the Korean War and the rearma- 
ment program of the country.” On Dec. 15, in 
another petition for postponement, it said that 
“the international situation generally and the 
Chinese war situation in particular. have wors- 
ened beyond all previous expectation” since 
the previous plea. 

The company also listed all sorts of new 
projects on which it is engaged for the Govern- 
ment, with new processes, and said public hear- 
ings might result in “disclosure of classified 
information which would give aid and comfort 
to the enemy and violate respondent’s security 
agreement with the Government.” 

Just what all that has to do with the price 
of natural gas charged under contracts to the 
Michigan-Wisconsin company made long before 
Korea and, incidentally, upped five times before 
any gas ever was delivered, was not set forth. 

Such arguments had no weight at least with 
Commissioner Thomas C. Buchanan, who dis-

sented from the Dee, 19 postponement, nor do 
they with Commissioner Claude L. Draper, who 
was absert on that day, his absence causing a 
decision subsequently for reconsideration. Nine 
Democratic Senators joined in a demand to 
Chairman Mon C, Wallgren that the investigation 
go forward promptly. A similar demand came 
from Atty. Gen. Vernon W. Thompson of Wis- 
consin. 

In the last few days, when the issue came 
up for reconsideration, there were two stormy 
sessions of the Commission. Now a decision has 
been postponed again until Feb. 6. 


Big oll and natural gas are powerful 
around here. They are well entrenched in 
Congress, as was manifest in the passage 
last session of the Kerr Natural Gas Bill, 
sponsored by Sen. Kerr, Democrat, Okla- 
homa, which would have weakened the regu- 
latory authority of the FPC over natural 
gas and prohibited such investigations as the 
one inte the Phillips company. President 
Truman killed that measure by his veto. 


Big oil and natural gas showed their power, 
too, in defeating for confirmation to another 
FPC term the veteran Leland C. Olds, a staunch 
battler for the public interest. In his place 
President Truman appointed his old friend and 
Senatorial associate, Mon Wallgren. 


In his vefo of the Kerr bill, President Tru- 
man made very plain his opposition to any 
weakening of the FPC’s authority to protect the 
consumer. That, of course, the FPC could do 
of its own accord. The Phillips case offers a 
test of that. 

Consumers will watch with interest. The 
FPC is supposed to be the public’s servant, along 
with similar agencies created by Congress and 
delegated by it to enforce and iaterpret protec- 
tive laws.

Each Senator was pleased to find at his seat 
his spoon of white plastic wrapped in cellophane 
and his see-through box for jewels, wrapped in 
ditto. The jouncing silver tureens were a sur- 
prise, to come later. 


It turned out that the plastic business started 
soon after the War Between the States when 
there was a shortage of African ivory for bil- 
liard balls, The industry then spread to cellu- 
loid eollars for neat dressers and after the last 
war increased by leaps and also bounds.

Nearly all their bids have been turned 
down. Later they expect the war business to 
boom, but until it does they said they’d like to 
stay out of bankruptcy by manufacturing their 
usual line.

The State of Florida requires a license for each fish- 
erman, the Forest Service sees to it that the fisher- 


men use sportsmanlike methods only and that they do not exceed 


the limit. 


On the other hand, they will gladly advise you how 


to proceed in order to take the limit, if you will ask. Gene Kauft- 
man, the ranger working with me on some articles concerning 
the region, is the best fresh-water fisherman I have ever seen. 

It's a good thing the foresters are looking after such forésts 
as this one and are protecting the gamé and wildlife to such a 
practical extent. My guess is that there wouldn’t be much left if 
everyone was left to his own devices and was permitted to take 
game and fish at will and in whatever fashion the individual con- 


science permitted. 


And we're going to need recreation more and

Wanted—A New Tax System

For the past 18 months all the talk in State politics is the 
passage of a new sales tax. The cry came up about two years ago 
and a tax revision committee spent many hours and thousands of 
dollars delving into the matter, and though they supposedly worked 
until a suitable plan emerged, nothing has happened and all their 


labor was in vain. 

During«the present session of 
the General Assembly the pas- 
sage of a sales tax and the ap- 
propriation of money to finance 
the Minimum Foundation of 
Education plan to improve our 
school system is more or less 
expected by the people, and they 
want it done without the usual 
unnecessary red tape and delays. 

It seems that the State, how- 
ever, is not in favor of a sales 
tax unless the State withdraws 
from the ad valorem field and 
leaves that to the counties. In 
other words, the people are 
against the passage of a sales 
tax if it is just another tax added 
upon all the other taxes they 
now bear. 

The truth is that the people 
want—and the answer is—that 
the entire present tax system be 
abolished and rewritten and the 
overlapping of hundreds of nui- 
sance taxes be eliminated. This 
is what we believe the Legisla- 
ture should do now.

In Washington, the President wishes the country to pay as it goes along 
the road of rearmament. This will cost an estimated $16,000,000,000 to $20,000,000,000 in new taxes. 
Some solons declare the country will not be able to absorb this much new taxation. 


Also in Washington, there is 
opposition to the President alone 
giving the signal for transport 
of more troops to Europe. This 
opposition has brought about a 
great debate in Congress, with 
the Messrs. Taft and Wherry car- 
rying the ball for the opposition. 

Entwined with this “check- 
with-Harry” debate is the more 
fundamental thesis of America’s 
defense—where and how? At one 
extreme is former President 
Hoover’s pull-back and hold- 
tight Gibraltarism, and at the 
other is the Administration’s ef- 
fort to build areas of strength in 
those sections of the globe where 
weakness invites Soviet attack. 


GEORGIA’S ASSEMBLY, 
along with Legislatures meeting 
now in many of the States, finds 
itself a part of the great forum 
of action in this time of national 
stress, though occasionally some 
of the statements .under the 


Capitol dome would seem to 


helie this. 


In one of its first actions, 
“aggression” against estab- 
lishéd law was dealt with 
promptly when the Legislators 
sent the Governor a bill un- 
masking the Klan, a swiftness 
unmatched lately at Lake Suc- 
cess in the realm of world ag- 
gression. 


Georgia's pay-as-you-go tax 
program involves extended serv- 
ices to the people in the fieids of 
better schools, roads and health 
services, a fundamental form of 
defense. Legislators are debat- 
ing tax revision which includes 
a $75,000,000 - $90,000,000 sales 
tax to pay for the expanded 
services. 

This tremendous program of 
new taxation, coming at a time 
when the Congress is worried 
about President Truman’s extra 
$20,000,000,000, has brought some 
expressions of concern, but gen- 
erally the sentiment seems to be 
that Georgia needs new schools, 
new roads and better health fa- 
cilities so badly that the money 
will be well spent. In any event, 
if international affairs bring a 
need for quick use of the State’s 
resources, the Administration 
will have the financial basis for 
contribution to the needs of the 
moment. 


ALTHOUGH THERE are 


many parallels in the legislative 
processes of Atlanta and Wash- 
ington at this time, there is one 
acknowledgement on the Poto- 
mac of the acuteness of the days 


that thus far has been lacking 
in the Peach State. This is the 
putting aside of the issues of 
deep rancor between political 
factions. 


President Truman has re- 
frained from pushing to the 
fore his espousal of such con- 
treversial items as the Bran- 
nan farm plan, national health 
insurance (socialized medi- 
cine) and civil rights. 


One of the first serious wran- 
gles in the Georgia Legislature 
came on procedure of control- 
ling road funds, and after that 
the Assembly was torn by a dis- 
pute involving the county unit 
system. Perhaps the road debate 
could be placed in the réalm of 
matters which needed threshing 
out, but such a status at this 
time for the county unit plan 
seems debatable. 


Only last Fall the people voted 
against extending the county 
unit system to the general elec- 
tion, yet it comes around again 
to take time and energy when 
time and energy are valuable 


~ national resources. 


The Legislature has consider- 


. able time left in this session, and 


it appears the cause of the peéo- 
ple would be served if a mora- 
torium were placed on matters 
of a partisan controversial na- 
ture. Primary legislation affect- 
ing the welfare of the State must 
be debated and debated fully,

four miles from Norcross, four 
miles from Doraville and four 
miles from Dunwoody, as the 
crow flies. And they love it. 


Ex-apartment dwellers, the 
Palmers love the privacy, the 
quietness and the freedom 
from tension that they have 
found by “moving out.” They 
love being close to the land, 
and having their own garden, 
with its yield of fresh vege- 
tables. They like being self- 
sufficient and enjoy the se- 
curity of knowing that, what- 
ever happens, they have shel- 
ter, and the land will pro- 
Vide food for the family. 


They also like the way that, 
fn the country, each member of 
the family has his allotted tasks, 
and all work together for the 
good of the whole. They believe 
country life makes the family 
group stronger and closer. 

They like the fact that they 
are free to be individuals and 
are not constantly worried 
about the approval and disap- 

roval of other people. They 
elieve that half the world’s 
unhappiness is caused by the 
individual’s atten.,ts to “keep 
up with the Jones’.” and they 
feel that in the country one is 
free to be himself, and is not 
constantly “keeping up.” 

They like being removed from 
superficiality, and living calmly 
and informally.

The soil conservation 
and forestry services, and 
county agents offer many 
services that most people don’t 
know about, and they should 
be consulted before one makes 
any definite plans. 


Also, one must realize that 
living is no cheaper in the 
country.

ing or leaning time. On the other 
side, place a small kitchen table 
for flat work, and in front of 
you, you can put the drying 
rack. 

There are three basic new 
rules for ironing. 

1. Bring the work to the iron, 


instead of bringing the iron ¢o°* 


the work. This rule applies to 
the plainest.of flat pieces and 
the frilliest of ruffles. With a 
conventional iron, slide the gar- 
ment as near as possible to the 
iron before you start. You'll be 
amazed how much time and 
energy you save by this pro- 
cedure. 

2. Arrange the garments as 
little as possible. If the clothes 
have been folded correctly after 
sprinkling, they are now.ready 
to be unfolded and ironed with 
the least amount of fussing. 
Each garment unfolds on the 
ironing board in the proper po- 
sition for each successive iron- 
ing step. Keep unironed parts 
of the garment folded to retain 
their moisture until ironed. 
Place each garment on the board 
for maximum ironing surface, 
changing the surface seldom as 
possible. 

As you iron feed garments 
from your lap, or away from 
you to prevent wrinkling. For 
easy turning over of garments, 
practice the “Z” turn. First 
cross your hands and pick up 
the garment at opposite sides. 
Now uncross your hands. The 
garment automatically turns 
over as your hands uncross. 

3. Use your left hand in iron- 
ing too. Extra motion and un- 
necessary rearranging of clothes 
often can be eliminated by prac- 
ticing left-hand ironing. When 
ironing a sheet, for instance, use 
your left hand to iron at the left 


end of the board. 


For best results use a light- 
weight iron with thermostatic 
heat control. Decide whether 
a combination steam and dry 
iron. or a dry iron alone best 
suits your family situation. 


A handy sleeveboard for iron- 
ing uncreased sleeves and shoul- 
ders will save you world’s of 
time, and so will a pressing mit 
for hard-to-get-at curves at 
shoulder and bust line. 

In general, iron cuffs, collars, 
belts, and ruffles before going 
on to body of garment or cur- 
tain. 

Work out your own system for 
each type of garment or flat- 
work to be ironed. Time your- 
self; then constantly strive to 
improve your system and short- 
en the time.

HAVING A WONDERFUL BABY

~ Mother Watches Birth 
Ot Her Third Infant 


By COBEY BLACK | 
WASHINGTON—I’ve seen three babies born in, my life, and 
all three were mine. The first two births may have been very inter- 
esting, but I wasn’t in the mood to make mental notes. The doctors 
who attended me had little respect for anesthetics. Sissy stuff! 


Well, I’m a sissy when it 
comes to having babies. In fact, 
I’m downright spoiled. I like 
comfort. Fortunately, my last 
doctor agreed with me. 

During the ninth month of 
pregnancy (which I’m con- 
vinced has 60 days instead of 
the usual 30), I suspected every 
ache and pain. But there’s no 
mistaking the real thing when 
it at last arrives. 


Labor pains, unlike other 
pains, have a definite rhythm, 
recurring at fixed intervals. 
They are spaced from 15 to 20 
minutes apart at the onset to 3 
or 4 minutes apart when labor 
is well under way. Fortunately, 
there’s a complete and happy 
respite between pains. — 


Lots of people think that 
labor begins at night and that 
most births occur in the wee 
small hours. But. statistics 
show that the hour of birth is 
almost evenly distributed 
through the 24 hours. One doc- 
tor expiains the reason for this 
common belief by the fact that 
“being up a 3 a. m. is an 
event, but missing lunch is 
just an occurrence.” 


However, with two out of three 
of my experiences, labor started 
about midnight. 

With my first child, labor was 
induced and was therefore 
shorter than the usual length 
—six hours as compared with 
the average 13. My second was 
seven hours—longer than the 
first because the muffin weighed 
over 10 pounds. The third was 
a mere four hours. 

When the pains with No. 3 
were coming at regular, five- 
minute intervals, I called my 
doctor. He suggested I pack my 
suitcase and prepare for my 
voyage. He promised to meet 
me at the hospital. Mike, my 
husband, was out of town (which 
spared him the usual feeling of 
helplessness that most husbands 
suffer at this time). 


If you take nothing else, do 
take a couple of good books 
when you pack to leave. 
There are many long hours 
between the highlights of 
your hospital stay, those 
highlights being visiting 
hours, baby’s feeding time and 
meals, 


I also suggest you take a 
dress to wear home, lingerie, a 
pretty bed jacket, your tooth- 
brush and toothpaste, slippers, 
robe and clothes and blanket for 
the baby. Tell your friends be- 
forehand not to send fruit or 
chocolates if you plan to nurse 
your baby. Both may cause 
diarrhea. 

When we arrived at the hos- 
pital, I was feeling well enough 
to check in myself at the front 
desk, although this is usually 
your husband’s job while you 
are being whisked upstairs. The 
labor department at most hos- 
pitals consists of a long corri- 
dor flanked by lahor rooms and 
two or three delivery rooms. 

There is also another office 
where you are questioned by a 
nurse or interne about your 
general health, past pregnan- 
cies, childhood diseases, and all 
the other details that make up 
a case history. 

From the information office, 
I walked down to the labor 
room, a solitary place 
looks much like any other hos- 
pital room except it’s even 
barer. A nurse brought me a 
hospital gown and suggestéd I 
make myself comfortable (ha!) 
until she returned to “prep” 
me. During this preparation, 
the near mother is bathed, 
shaved and made as antiseptic 
as possible. 


As soon as I was prepped, 
I settled down with a book

I'd brought along and started 
marking time. I could tell 
from the sounds in the other 
labor rooms that I was not 
alone. By this time the pains 
were about three minutes 
apart but still mild enough 
for me to make sense of what 
I was reading. 


I was glad to be in a private 
room. While laboring with 
Cricket, my 2-year-old, I shared 
a labor room in a military hos- 
pital with two other service 
wives. One of them kept sit- 
ting on the edge of the bed 
swinging her sassy legs and 
telling us she never minded the 
pain with her babies. 


The other one and I, flat on 
our backs, could have killed her. 

Later, after Cricket had ar- 
rived, I was wheeled past the 
same labor room and could see 
there little Pollyanna yelling like 
a banshee. The nurse asked me 
why I was laughing. 

As I have already said, the 
less pain the better so far as I 
am concerned. For this reason 
I wanted to have a caudal 
anesthetic. This type of anes- 
thetic js relatively new. 


There are two main types of 
obstetrical anesthetic, general 
and conduction. The former 
affects the whole body by 
putting the patient to sleep. 
The latter (often called a¥lo- 
cal anesthetic) blocks off*the 
pain from a specific part of 
the body while the patient re- 
mains conscious. 


A caudal is a conduction anes- 
thetic. It must be given con- 
tinuously and it must be given 
by an expert. It is usually giv- 
en by tbe doctor himself or by 
a specially trained anesthesiolo- 
ogist. A needle is inserted in 
the caudal space (at the base of 
the spine) and the drug bathes 
the nerve trunks as they exit 
from the spinal canal. The nee- 
die is not inserted in the spinal 
column. A tiny catheter is 
threaded through the needle, the 
needle is removed so that the 
drug can flow through the more 
pliable catheter which is then 
strapped into place with adhe- 
sive tape. 

While my doctor was going 
about his business behind my 
back (you lie on your side while 
the anesthetic is being given, 
and it takes 10 or 15 minutes 
to become effective), I had a 
period cf brief respite in which 
to collect my pregnant thoughts. 

I thought of Mike, my hus- 
band, who was no doubt sleep- 
ing soundly in his bunk in Fort 
Bragg, N. C., blissfully unaware 
that he was becoming a father, 
I’m a bug on the subject of men 
having every other baby and 
swear I'll find a way it can be 
done (obviously, I’ve made very 
little progress so far). 

I also thought my boss, who 
had intimated that having a 
baby was a’ strange way to 
spend a vacation, and I longed 
for a picture postcard of the 
hospital on which I could 
scrawl “Having a wonderful 
baby. Wish you were here— 
instead of me.” 

I started a rosy thought of 
my two other muffins and their 
surprise when they discovered 
there really had been a baby 
inside—and then the water 
broke. 

By this time the caudal had 
started to take effect, my feet

“Let’s go to the labor room,” 
the doctor said ¢4o the attending 
nurse. 

Since the anesthetic had by 
now taken full effect and I was 
feeling no pain—in fact, I never 
felt better in my life—I was 
more than willing to join the 
party and spend the next happy 
hour watching my baby’s mi- 
raculous debut. 


Shopper Needs 
Information, 


Expert Says

The consiimer—a man or a 
woman—needs information on 
io fee ar tonto the 

eaning or , proper- 
ty, construction, etc., of com- 
modities, according to an expert 
in the field of retailing. 

Dr. Helen Conoyer, Professor 
of Marketing at the University 
of Minnesota, in Minneapolis, 
who said here Wednesday at the 
Retailing Clinic at the Atlanta 
Division, University of Georgia: 


“The old contention that 80 


to 90 percent of family pur- 
chases are made by women 
seems to be wrong,” said Dr. 
Conoyer. “Several recent studies 
by retail organizations and uni- 


versities have found that wom- 


en buy a smaller proportion of 
goods than was formerly claimed. 
It has been found that although 
women exert the major influ- 
ence in retail buying it is of 
smaller magnitude than popu- 
larly believed.” 


“But whether vou are a wom- 
an or a man, you area consumer 
and you need assistance and 
friendly help in the selection of 
commodities. There has been 
a great deal of misunderstand- 
ing between the consumer and 
the retailer and what both need 
is information in capsule form, 

“Those who are responsible 
for the purchase of the family 
are concerned with economy in 
buying quality at a price. Shop- 
pers are bargain conscious. They 
are unorganized and generally 
uninformed about what they 
spend their money on, but they 
vote with their dollars. The re- 
tailer’s cash register is his bal- 
lot box, and he is after the cus- 
tomer’s vote just as surely as 
the politician is after the citi- 
zen’s vote.” 

It is the whim and wishes of 
the shopper that must be rec- 
ognized, says Dr. Conoyer. In 
most instances the shoppers are 
flying blind and should be well 
educated along shopping lines 
regardless of whether they are 
buying food, clothing or furni- 
ture. It would be well for ev- 
ery homemaker to study books 
on nutrition, on budgets before 
sailing forth to buy, buy and 
buy. The shopper must be edu- 
cated for the economic prob- 
lems of the. times. 

A consumer is both ambitious 
and sensitive. His or her con- 
tinuous attempt to keep up with 
the Joneses results in buying 
sprees which later have a tend- 
ency to provide a feeling of 
envy, jealousness and uncom- 
fortableness. With the proper 
background for shopping which 
can be attained by a thorough 
study of the products needed, 
the consumer cannot only buy 
wisely, but well. This will in 
turn make for better relation- 
ship with the retailer, too, for 
sensible assistance and help will 


aid in the distribution of goods 


where and when they are 
needed. ae 

Dr. Conoyer is of the opinion 
that consumer education is very 
necessary in high schools and 
says that organized women’s 
groups can do a multitude of 
good deeds in preparing studies 
along the buying lines. Since 
the courts haye called the con- 
sumer a “careless” or an “un- 
wary purchajer,” information, 
please, seems to be the 64 dollar 
question to balance the buying 
and selling scales.

Viaminck is 70 years old. He 
has refused to travel from his 
country in the north of France, 
even to the southern coast, be- 
cause the “light was wrong” 
for him. Painting there as a 
visitor near Nice, he amused 
his companions by ignoring the 
strong sun of midday and 
awaiting the sullen grayness of 
early dusk, when he could use 
light as a pure accent, an ex- 


clamation point against the 
darkness. 


There is a reason for the bent 
trees and rushing movement of 
Vlaminck’s works. In the artist’s 
youth he was a bicycle racer, 
and in the boom of the '20s, 
when he was a middle-aged 


man, he bought himself the. 


fastest car on the French mar- 
ket and spent his days roaring 
over the countryside. The idea, 
he explained, was to sense the 
excitement of speed. You can 
see that now in his fleeting trees 
and villages. 


Though he may not like 
his pictures to be burdened 
with messages, Vliaminck has 
written several books with 
philosophies worth considering 
when viewing his productions. 
One of the best ones is his com- 
ment on riches: “Money is im- 


‘portant only to people who 


have nothing better to live for,” 
and his own conviction on art: 
“To be a painter is not a busi- 
ness, it is like being a lover, a 
racer, a dreargr. It is a gift 
of nature ...a gift.”

Husband-and- Wife Team 


Turns Out Museum Piece

With her flair for needlework and her husband’s genius as a 
designer and architect, Mrs, David L. Jenkins, Jr., and the late Mr. 
Jenkins formed as perfect a husband-and-wife team as you will 
find, artistically speaking. And there are numerous examples of 
their art, one of which was sought for display at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art—a 75-inch tablecloth crocheted in a pattern so 
delicate that it would pass for the finest lace. 


At her husband’s death two 
years ago, Mrs. Jenkins, the 
former Meta Aiken, returned 
from Washington, D. C., to live 
with her sister, Mrs. Willard 
Patterson, on Pinetree Drive. 


She has continued to work on 
the. things they planned to- 
gether, for Mr. Jenkins was so 
pleased at seeing his designs 
come to life that as soon as he 
finished one, he began another. 


‘A Harvard graduate and as- 
sociate architect on Washing- 
ton’s Supreme Court building, 
Mr. Jenkins combined a wind- 
mill motif that he found in his 
mother’s crochet book with a 
Greek fish scale to make the 
pattern for the cloth. 


In executing it, Mrs. Jenkins 
crocheted a total of 874 two- 
and-a-half-inch medallions, 
using 360 balls of No. 30 thread. 
Any one of the medallions may 
be replaced if damaged, for she 
sewed rather than crocheted 
them together, using the same 
thread of which they were 
made. The cloth’s making took 
her spare time for 40 weeks 
(she held a full-time job in the

Industry Opposes Tax 


As Barrier 


to Growth 


By BILL BORING 


Ever since the War Between the States, Georgia, in ef- 


fect, has been a colony of the 


The big Eastern manufacturers 
have taken the raw materials of 


which Georgia is rich, hauled 
them home, converted them into 
finished products, shipped them 
back to Georgia and collected not 
only the processor’s profit but the 
freight bill for the shuttling back 
and f : 

Georgia's plight has been shared 
by the South as a whole. As a 
result, the South not only hasn't 
been getting anywhere but ac- 
tually has been losing ground. | 

In Reconstruction Days, Editor 
Henry W. Grady, of The Consti- 
tution, began preaching a doctrine 
of “The New South”—a South 
which would be not wholly de- 
pendent upon agriculture but 
upon a combination of agriculture 
and industry. 

Editor Grady’s “New South” has 
been a long time coming and isn’t 
here yet. But a start has been 
made since World War II and it 
looks as if we’re on our way... 
if nothing happens to _ retard 
progress already set into motion. 

It is in this spirit that Geor- 
gia industry expresses concern 
over House Bill No. 2, which pro- 
poses a three percent sales and 
use tax for Georgia. The Gen- 
eral Assembly now is giving con- 
sideration to this bill. 

Georgia industry feels that this 
bill, if enacted as now written, 
will set Georgia back on its eco- 
nomic heels. Georgia industry 
feels that the bill, chiefly because 


it taxes all of the ingredient ma-|it 


terials entering into a finished 
manufactured product, is strongly 
discriminatory against industry. 


Industry maintains that a pyra- 
miding of taxes in the manner 
proposed by the bill will mean 
that the Georgia manufacturer, 
because of the multiple taxes he 
will have to pay in producing 
and distributing his product, can- 
not compete with his competitors 
in other states. 


Georgia’s proposed sal 
tax is supposed to be patterned 
after ‘Tennessee’s two \percent 
sales and use tax law. Industrial- 
ists of Georgia deny this. In addi- 
tion to the fact that the Tennessee 
tax is one cent lower than Geor- 
gia’s, the Tennessee tax exempts 
industrial materials. 

An example of industrial mate- 
rials not taxable under the Ten- 
nessee law follows: 

“All raw materials which he- 
come a recognizable integral part 
ef such finished articles; also all 
guich materials that are used di- 
rectly in the processing, convert- 
ing and fabricating of tangible 
personal property, such as sol- 
vents, refrigerants, purifying 
chemicals, oxidizing chemicals, 
catalysts and other chemicals 
used; also filter cloths, filter pa- 
pers and other filtering materials.” 

W. M. Lester, Chairman of the 
Georgia Tax Revision Committee 
and, as such, the chief architect 
of House Bill No. 2, says the above 
text is not a part of the Tennessee 
law, but a regulation applying 
to it. 

He is in sharp disagreement 
with opponents of Bill No. 2, 
maintaining that it is in no way 
discriminatory against industry; 
that it is a faithful pattern-cut of 
the Tennessee law, which he says, 
ig considered the best of such tax 
measures. 

He says experience has shown 
. that the Tennessee law does not 
discourage industry or place an 
unfair burden upoa it. 

Regarding regulations in Ten- 
nessee relieving industry of mul- 
tiple taxes upon ingredients enter- 
ing into the manufacture of fin- 
ished products, tr says he as- 
sumes that once House Bill No. 2 
is passed the Georgia Commis- 
sioner of Revenue will issue regu- 
lations exempting such ingredient 
materials from taxation. 

Industry’s reply to this is, “What 
@ssurance is there that the Reve- 
nue Commissioner will so act; 
and, anyway, if the intention is 
not to tax ingredients, why in- 
clude them for taxation in the law 
itself?” 

House Bill No. 2 would place a 
three percent tax not only on all 
ingredients entering into the 
manufacture of a finished product, 
but also a three percent tax on 
machinery and equipment pur- 
chased by manufacturing enter- 
prises, and on the purchase of 
elec ty and gas used in the 
operation of such plants; on coal, 
coke, oil and gas used in the pro- 
duction of electric power, as well 
as the sale of electricity. 


This provision, Georgia industry 
maintains, would discourage new 
industries from locating in the 
State. It also would discourage 
expansion of industries already 
here. Let’s consider its effect on 
an industry already here. 

The Atlantic Steel Co. has an- 
mounced plans for a vast expan- 
sion of its plant and capacity. 
Should House Bill No. 2 become 
law, Atlantic Steel would have to

Tax Revisionist Lester has no 
apology for the proposed Geor- 
gia law’s inclusion of electricity 
and utility services even though 
the Tennessee law, after which 
the Georgia law is supposed to 
be patterned, exempts them. 

Lester says Tennessee gets 
around this by imposing a three 
percent excise tax. 

Georgia industrialists are not 
opposed to a sales tax. Their posi- 
tion is that if additional revenue 
is needed, and all indications are 
that it is, a sales tax seems to be 
the most feasible and the fairest 
and most equitable way of getting 


But such a sales tax, Georgia 
industrialists say, should be one 
that will not discriminate against 
Georgia and thereby handicap her 
in her efforts to secure new in- 
dustries in competition with neigh- 
boring states. 

House Bill No. 2 will so handi- 

cap Georgia, the industrialists 
maintain. In making their point, 
they cite the tax situation in 
neighboring states: 
As compared with the three 
percent sales tax proposed by 
House Bill No. 2, Alabama has a 
two percent sales tax with liberal 
exemptions; Mississippi a two per- 
cent sales and no use tax, like- 
wise with liberal exemptions; 
North Carolina a three percent 
sales and use tax with most liberal 
exemptions; South Carolina does 
not have a sales tax, and Tennes- 
see a two percent sales and use 
tax from which it derived for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1950, 
the sum of $42,521,679. 

The Alabama Sales and Use 
Tax exempts coal and/or coke 
when used or consumed by manu- 
facturers and/or electric power 
companies in the generation of 
heat or power in manufacturing 
tangible personal property for re- 
sale. 

It exempts transportation, gas, 
water and electricity of the kinds 
and nature the rates and charges 
for which are fixed by the Public 
Service Commission. 

It exempts machinery and ma- 
chinery parts, and accessories 
therefor, used in mining, quarry- 
ing, processing and manufactur- 
ing tangible property. 

The Mississippi Sales and Use 
Tax Act classifies machinery and 
machinery parts as “wholesale 


sales” and subjects them to a rate | oc 


of Y¥sth of one percent, instead of 
two percent. 

Mississippi taxes electric power 
for manufacturing at one percent 
of the sales price. It likewise clas- 
sifies the sale of automotive equip- 
ment to manufacturing enter- 
prises as ‘‘wholesale prices,” the 
rate for which is %th of one per- 
cent. 

North Carolina classified the 
purchase of machinery and equip- 


ment for manufacturing and util-| Atlan 


ity enterprises as “wholesale 
sales” and taxes them at 1/20th of 
one percent.

Sales Vital 
To Welfare, 
Says Lacy 


The difference between pros- 
perity and depression is the 
amount of money in circulation 


according ‘to 
Jack Lacy, sales 
executive. 

Lacy, who 
came to Atlanta 
to address the 
. Atlanta Retail- 
ing Clinic in 
session Wednes- 
day at the At- 
lanta Division 
of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, spoke at a sales 
rally Wednesday night at the 
Ansley Hotel under the sponsor- 
ship of the Atlanta Sales Execu- 
tives Club. 

“My basic theory is that the 
selling of goods is vital to the 
economy of the country,” said 
Lacy, who is head of the Lacy 
Sales Institute, Boston, Mass. “And 
the circulation of money is the 
answer to the whole question. 

“During a depression there is 
just as much money in the country 
as during prosperous times, The 
difference is that the money isn’t 
circulating. That spells the dif- 
ference between prosperity and 
depression. 

“It is the job of the salesman to 
keep that money in circulation. 
If he is a good salesman he can do 
the job. He can sell the goods that 
will keep the money in circulation. 
And if he does that I can see no 
reason for a depression.” 

During the day session of the 
Clinic, Ralph D. Brown of the Ex- 
ecutive Department of the J. C.

Chest X-Rays 


Routine chest X-rays should be 
made of all patients admitted to 
hospitals, regardless of the reason 
for admission, one of the nation’s 
top authorities on tuberculosis said 
here Wednesday. 

Dr. H. Corwin Hinshaw, Clinical 
Professor of Medicine at Leland 
Stanford University, pointed out 
tuberculosis often is “masked” by 
other diseases. 

Dr. Hinshaw, who is one of about 
200 tuberculosis specialists in At- 
lanta to attend a conference on the 
chemotherapy of tuberculosis, said 
only a small percentage of the 
nation’s hospitals now X-ray pa- 
tients on admittance. 

“X-rays,”. he said, “should be 
made as routinely as blood counts 
and urinalyses.” 

Dr.. Hinshaw, who pioneered in 
the clinical study of streptomycin,
